Government commanders evac- 
uated the civil population 
from 


Getafe, another Madrid 
suburb, 


and hurled fresh 
reinforcements 


into the defense lines. 


Gen. 
Jose Varela's 
insurgent 


forces captured Brunete, 17 miles 
west of Madrid, after taking three 
other towns—Villa Mantilla, Se- 
villa La Nueva and Nueva de 
Perales—in bitter fighting. 


The insurgent command reported 


At least 500 government troops 
killed in the capture of the four 
villages and In a futile counter- 
attack at Parla, south of the cap- 
ital.The government said 
fighting 


was continuing on both sides of 
the Guadalajara Highroad, about 
15 miles northeast of Madrid in 
the Siguenza sector. 


At Fuenlabrada. the government 


militiamen were entrenched only 
nine miles from the Madrid city 
limits after a furious fascist surge, 
rebounding against a sudden so- 
cialist charge, forced the Madrid 
defense line back there, near Val- 
demoro, 13 miles south of the cap- 
ital, and near Parla, 10 miles south 
on the Toledo-Madrid road. 


Capture of the four villages west 


of Madrid gave the fascists unin- 
terrupted communications between 
Chapineria 
and 
Naval-Carnero, 


bases for the eastward thrust.

The present congress—the 74th

ing is that the democrats seem

weapon which they have had here-

by the president. With 


only 250 votes, the democrats will 
fiill short by 31 of the 290 needed 
to overrule committees and upset 
the normal priority that some bills 
have.

Visitors to Australia usually are 
surprised to find Canberra, the 
seat of the federal government, so 
far removed from the centers of 
trade and industry, says the To- 
ronto Globe. For it is in the midst 
of a wilderness 200 miles from the 
nearest large city and off thi- 
main railroad that Canberra, Au- 
stralia's American designed capi- 
tal, stands. 


Founded in 1927 and therefore 
accounted the youngest capital in 
the world, Canberra owes Its se- 
lection as th* government seat to 
jealousy between the two leading 
cities.

But not loud, radio music, phono- 
graph, band. 


Never tickle or otherwise excite 
the baby to Induce laughter. 


Never permit any one to kiss 
the baby. Hemember that a young 
infant has not acquired much na- 
tural Immunity and may contract 
a serious or fatal illness which, 
in an older person, would be only 
a trifling Indisposition. Remem- 
ber, too, that the baby must be 
kept always beyond 
the 
range, 


the conversational spray range, of 
any one who purports to have a 
slight "cold." 
Most adults ate 


not only ignorant but quite cal- 
lous about this and the baby's 
guardian need have no hesitation 
about protecting the 
defenseless 


infant from the possible hazard. 
"Baby talk" is to be frowned

After all the mem- 
bers of congress are the direct 
spokesmen of the 
citizens and 
whatever there is to popular gov- 
ernment can be immediately as- 
serted in the face of possible cen- 
tralization only if representatives 
are held accountably by the peo- 
ple generally. 


If the American form of govern- 


ment is truly a system of checks 
and 
balances, thon the coming 


election will demonstrate how if- 
portant it is to use the congres- 
sional check to insure a mainte- 
nance of constitutional rights.

OF ALL the infectiovis diseases, 


ftw are as contagious as erysipelas. 
Sufferers from this affliction must 
b» placed by themselves and tho>:e 
who nurse, them must take every 
precaution to avoid spreading the 
disease. Even the dishes and eat- 
ing utensil* used by the patient 
must 
b* 
boiled 
and 
carefully 


cleansed. 


Erysipelas is not a modern dis- 


ease. It has afflicted mankind for 
many centuries. Due to its rapid- 
ity In spreading from one person 
to another, it has long been re- 
ferred to as "St. Anthony's fire". 
In olden days, victims of the dis- 
ease were shunned and looked upon 
M lepers. 


"Streptococcus hemolyticus" is 


th« big name given the germ that 
causes th« disease. It enters the 
body through an abrasion, wound. 
•cratch, or other break of the skin. 
As a rule, the sufferer overlooks 
the Injury and may fail even to 
apply the usual antiseptic to the 
damaged place. 


Symptom* of Disease 


For several days the patient no- 


tices that he does not feel well but 
cannot tell just why. This discom- 
fort is followed by a sudden chill 
and fever. 
At times he may com- 


plain of a sore throat. 


The skin then becomes fiery red 


r d swollen. As a rule new symp- 
toms start around the nose, face. 
chin or ear. But it may involve 
any part of the skin where the 
germs have entered. It rarely ex- 
tends to the scalp. 


The inflammation spreads rap- 


Idly, and if it starts on the nose 
It will extend to both cheeks. This 
peculiar distribution of redness re- 
sembles a large red butterfly which 
might have alighted on the face. 


The victim of erysipelas becomes 


very sick as a result of this infec- 
tion. The disease weakens the pa- 
tient and, unless he was in good 
health previously, the illness may- 
prove serious and prolonged.

1« especially dangerous when it at- 
tacks infants, young children and 
the aged. 


It's Treatment 


Mild cases run their course with- 


in ten days to two weeks. 
But in 


the more - ere form the attack 
may persist for several weeks. 


Fortunately, it is now possible to 


treat this disease with a special 
preparation known as the "s'.repto- 
coccic r.jnim". 
This shortens the 


duration of the illness and hastens 
recovery. The same treatment his 
helped reduce the death rate of the 
disease in children. 


Successful results have also been 


obtained by giving infants small 
transfusions of blood taken from 
one who has the disease. 
Th« 


transfused blood builds up the re- 
sistance against the disease and 
furnishes strength to flpht °"f tnf 
Infection. 


A "cold ray" light, one of the 


recent inventions in the field, has 
* remarkable effect on the control 
Of erysipelas.

be long before this method of treat- 
ment is used In the management 
of other skin infections.
